The Iron brigade survivors are getting 


ready for the annual reunion to be held 
at Hotel Racine on September 14. Al- 
though the date of meeting is the anni- 
versary of the battle of South Mountain, 
which was the first'of the great battles 
between McClelldn and Lee for suprem- 
acy in Maryland, the members of the 
brigade -will probably talk over Antie- 
tarn, the battle of Sept. 17, which sent 
I.ee's army back across the Potomac into 
Virginia. 


The Maryland campaign of 18(V2. which 


won great praise for Gen. McClcllan and 
gave Stonewall Jackson, with his scanty 
baggage of Bible and maps, new reputa- 
tion among his southern compeers as a 
hard fighter, lias been immortalized in 
poetry by,Whittier in his ballad of '"Bar- 
bara Frietcliie." In it Gibbon's brigade 
received the title of the Iron brigade of 
the west. At the battle of South Moun- 
tain, Lieut. Col. Edward S. Bragg, in 
command of the Sixth Wisconsin, sent 
word to Gen. Gibbon that the regiment 
would-hold tlie hill while they had a bit 
of iron left. They hold the hill, although 
the Sixth ran out of ammunition, and the 
rebel army retreated during tiic night. 
Next morning McClellan wrote an order 
directing all of the troops past whom 
Gibbon's brigade was to march on its 
way to Autietain to cheer the western 
brigade, and in that'order he referred 
to the ''iron endurance of Gibbon's men.1'' 
Gen. 
''Joe"--)Took(:r, who afterwards won 


glory for the battle of Lookout Moun- 
tain, saw the charge of the brigade at 
South 'Mountain and said to M.cClcllan: 
"Tliose western boys of yours arc like 
iron." A correspondent of a Cincinnati 
paper heard the remark, and in ms ac- 
count of the battle he spoke of Gibbon's 
brigade as the Iron Brigade of the West." 
So apt a title in describing a fighting 
brigade could not well die out, aud before 
the battle was a week old, the Iron brig- 
a-de had been heard of all over the coun- 
try. 


LCC'H SiroiiK Iiold In Maryland. 
Tl:c 
Green Holds of Maryland, a loyal 


state with many southern sympathizers, 
seemed ''fair as the garden of the Lord" 
to Lee's army of 00.000 men. The Iron 
brigade, in the Army of the Potomns, 
had taken part in the battles of Gaines- 
ville'and Second Bull Run, Aug. 28, 29 
a.nd 30, anrl afterwards fell back to Cen- 
trevillo, 
passed 
through 
Germantowu 


and Falls .Church to Upton's Mills, near. 
Washington. 
Sept. 1 tlie battle of Chan- 


tillj- was fought, in which Gen. Phillip 
Kearney was killed. On the night of the 
Gth it crossed the Potomac at Aqueduct 
bridge, passed through Georgetown and 
Washington, and out on the Kockvillo 
road to Lccsboro, Maryland. The next 
•three days it inarched through Mechan- 
icHvillo and Triadclphia to New Lisbon. 
Thence it went to New Market, the ene- 
my being out one day in advance. On 
the 13th it ranched Monocacy 
bridge, 


near Frederick city, and heard ca-nnomid- 
ing in front. The brigade 
slept 
that 


Saturday night 
seventeen miles ' away 


from South Mountain. 


AnimiiiiUlon Gnvo Out.

'.Col. Kerr will attend the reunion at 
Racine, and will carry with him three 
rebel bullets which were extracted from 
liis body after some of the various bat- 
tles. Co. T>, to which he- belonged, -was 
one of the three Milwaukee companies 
in the Iron brigade. The others weVo 
Co. F of. the Sixth and Co. K of the Sec- 
ond.

Troublesome Fall Brood*. 


The adulta of that troublesome peat, 


the cabbage worm, .are little white but- 
terflies, which Issue from the cUrys- 
allds 
during the' latter part of 


April and -May for toe first brood. The 
females-lay .their eggs upon any-suit- 
able plants -Which may be found at 
this seauon. Their eggs are deposited 
upon the tower sides of the leaves, 
where the worms feed until about hall' 
grown. • The worms usually become 
moBt tronblesome-the-latter part of 
the season, during September and Oc- 
tober, when they may be found feed- 
ing not only upon the - cabbage, but 
also upon cauliflowers, ruta bagas, 
mignonette and"several other plants.

Sliver Hull B 


The variety of:: buckwheat is com- 


paratively new,'but-it is growing in 
popularity, as farmers say It is earlier 
than the variety commonly grown. It 
has the great disadvantage, however, of 
ripening very unevjnly, so that it Is 
Impossible to leave the later blossoms 
to perfect their seed without losing 
some of the earliest by shelling,

that It will make more and better flour 
from a bushel than tbe old fashioned 
buckwheat usually grown. If any ona 
Is sowing buckwheat late and fears 
that frost will catch It, we would ad- 
vise him'to sow the silver bull, says 
Tbe American Cultivator. A hall 
bushel of seed, per acre is sufficient, 
and a good seeding of timothy may b« 
got with buckwheat sown thus thinly. -' 
The grain Is off early and rather helps 
the gwss during tbo beat of summer 
by shading It from tho hot sunsbin* 
and winds.

Wben the cutting of asparagus is dis- 


continued, an American Gardening cor- 
respondent recommends to encourage 
growth by giving plenty of cultivation 
and protect tie plants from -Insect at- 
tacks by dusting with lime or planter 
with a little parts green mixed with it. 
If tbe plants are encouraged to make 
healthy, strong growths now, they will 
pay for It next year with a heavy cut- 
ting of thick succulent shoots. Where 
tbe ground'is-not-rich it should be 
given a dressing of bone dust or a Cow 
good waterings with liquid manure, as 
the asparagus Is a gross feeder. Should 
there be any blanks In the beds mark 
them with .sticks, with a view of filling 
them with plants next spring.

MEASURING LIGHTNING.

Bow HamboUlt Struck oo tlio-Fulgnrit.

It is not generally known that many 


flashes of lightning not only measure 
themselves but actually manufacture 
tbe recorder by which they are defined. 
?;Vben a bolt or lightning strikes a bed 
of sand it plunges downward into the 
sand for a distance less or greater, 
transforming slmultaneously'into glass 
the silica In the material through, 
which It passes. 
Thus, by its great 


beat, it forms a glass tube of precisely 
its own size. Now ajid then such a 
lube known as "fulgurite-" is found and 
dug up. Fulgurites cave been followed 
into the sand by excavation for nearly 
30 feet. TSey vary is interior fliain«- 
ter from the size of a quill to tbreb 
inches or more.according- to the "bore" 
of the fl.-jsh. Fulgurites are round also 
in solid rocli, though very naturally of 
slight depth, and frequently existing 
mere!}-as a thin, glassy coating on the 
surface. Such fulgurites occur in as- 
tonishing abundance ou tie summit of 
Little Ararat In Armenia. The rock is 
soft and so porous that blocks a foot 
Jong can be obtained, perforated In all 
directions by little tubes filled with 
bottle-green glass formed from 
the

'The 
latter; was admittedly written by Ester- 
hazy. During the first Dreyfus trial 
this dossier (which in free transla- 
tion wo.iild -meitn "record of the case") 
was submitted to the court-martial in 
executive session, not even Dreyfus' at- 
torneys being- permitted to be present 
during this' examination,- -There are, 
all told,' some 400 documents In- this col- 
lectidn..
